All chilcb-en are fond of candy, and if 


pare amoUerate amount is not injurious, 
la thes* diiys of adulteration, that mads 
at bom* is the safest to give them. It 
is a simple matter to make chocolate 
caramels; all that ia needed is one cup 
of sweet milk, one cup of molasses, 
half a cup of sugar, half a cup of grated 
chocolate; a pieca of butter the size of a 
walnut; etir constantly and letJt boil 
till it is thick, and turn it out on to bat- 
tered plates; when it'begins to stiffen 
mark it in squares, so that it will break 
readily when cold. Coc&anut caramels 
are made of two cups of grated coeoauut, 
one cup oil sugar^ two teaspoonfula of 
flour, the whites of three eggs beaten 
stiff; bake ;ou a buttered paper ia a quick 
oven. Nice white candy is easily mada. 
Take one qaart of granulated sugar, one 
pint of water, two teaspoonfuls of vin- 
egar; boil just as you do molasses candy, 
but do not stir it; you can tell when it is 
done by trying it in cold water. Pull 
it as if it ware molassesa candy; have a 
dish near by with some vanilla in it, and 
work in enough to flavor it as you pull; 
put it ia a uold roam, and the nest daj 
you will ha.ve delicious candy.
